Miss Muioch's novel may be 
described as a story about 
sexual perversion, but | the 
telling of it must necessarily 
Involve other issues; it may 
“yawn" over abnormal sex, but 
It does not necessarily «also 
“yawn” over other Issucs. In 
assessing it ¢he only proper 
way Is.to study thelr Inter- 
relation and iis tolal effect; it 
is not cnough to concentrate 
on the sexual aspect and con- 
venlently ignore other, possibly 
equally Important aspects. If 
Miss Murdoch’s attitude to sex 
Is her only “moral notion” ho 
in aure about In what he 
describes as a “puzzling” 
novel, he Is hardly In a 
position to challenge it on 
moral grounds, 


Mr Pitman’s’ latheness os o 
critic ts also betrayed by his 
comment on the Incident in 
Miss Murdoch's “Flight from 
the Enchanter”.
